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Russians Hot in Pursuit 


Of Retreating Enemy, 
Push Toward’ Lemberg 


One Wing Bruailoff’s Army Making For Galician Capital—Another 
Westward To Line Of Dniester—-In Fighting Between Sunday 
And Tuesday Have Captured 10,000 Prisoners And 80 Guns— 
Hard Fighting Between British And Germans Along Yser—Enemy 
Repulsed At Arras And Lens.

LONDON, July 11.—Having broken the Austro-German line in 
the vicinity of Halicz, the Russians are pushing forward from Halicz 
toward Lemberg, the capital of Galicia, and from Stanislau, south 
of Halicz, westward toward the line of the Dniester. After the cap- 
ture of Halicz, on the front from Halicz to Zolotvin, about 30 miles 
to the south, General Korniloff forced the Austro-Germans to con- 
tinue their retreat. In the advance from Halicz the Russians forced 
the fleeing enemy across the Lomniea and occupied two towns on the 
western bank of the river. The next natural barrier is the River 
Stoka, about six miles west of the Lomnica, 

Capture 10,000 Prisoners. 

South and west of Stanislau the Russtans have reached the Posiecz- 
Lesiuvka-Karmacz line, the central point of which, Lesluvka, is four miles 
west of the River Byatritza. 

This line is about seven miles east of Kalusz, the nearest town west 
of Stanislau, and which is situated in a bend of the Stoka river. 

The extension of the Russian fighting line to Zolotvin brings the battle- 
ground into the foothills of the Carpathians. 

In the fighting between Sunday and Tuesday in the direction of‘ Dolina 
the Russiaris took more than 10,900 prisoners and eighty guns, 

Hard Fighting On Yser. 

On the Belgian coast, near Dunkirk, the British and Germans are fight- 
ing again along the Yser, ‘the scene of many hard fought battles. By de- 
stroying the bridges across the Yser between Nieuport and the North Sea 
coast, the Germans were able to advance and occupy the isolated section. 
Farther inland near Lombaertzyde, the Germans did not have as much suc- 
cess. After gaining some advanced positions the British threw the attackers 
back to their own lines by a counter attack. Whether the German effort 
is another attempt to reach Dunkirk or Calais, or is merely a stroke to offset 
a probable British offensive movement has not developed yest. The latest 
British official statement does not mention additional infantry fighting on 
this sector, and says that the German artillery fire has diminished in in- 
tensity. German attempts southeast of Arras and in the vicinity of Lens 
on Wednesday were without success,

Schedule Of Railways To Become 
Effective Except In Oase 


Of Sugar.

MONTREAL, July 11.—After hears 
ing the pros and cons at many sittings 
held, pfincipally in the west, th 
board of rallway commissioners, ac- 
cording to an order just issued, have, 
with the exception of the rate on 6u- 


gar, allowed the application of the 
railways for an. increased rail ant 
water tariff which was issued, anl 


was suspended by order of the boatd 
at the opening of navigation. 

The rates, according to the order, 
“are hereby allowed to become. cf- 
fective, with the exception of the 
rates on sugar to Port Arthur, Fort 
William and Westfort. for further 
ance.’ The rates on sugar to the 
points mentioned “are to be contin- 
ued in effect until further order . of 
the board.” 

This important judgment means a 
general increase in rates on all Classes 
of consignments via lake and rail to 
points in the west. On the basie of 
100 pounds the increase on sonsign- 
ment to Winnipeg on classifications 1 
to § range from 2 to 6 cents.

HEAVIEST RAIN | 
IN TWO YEARS 


Precipitation .84 In Hour And 
Half—Hottest Day Of Year 
Also. 


The heaviest rainfall {n two years 
was recorded at the local meteoro- 
logical station during the thunder- 
storm yesterday afternoon, In (an 
hour and a half .84 inches of rain fell, 
which is a pretty copious precipitation 
for so short a time. The last time 
that Edmonton experienced such a 
deluge was in July, 1916, also during 
the fair, when an extremely hot day, 
when the thermometer registered 
over 80 in the shade for several hours, 
ended with a furious thunderstorm. 

Yesterday at noon the temperature 
touched 80 degrees, which is the 
hottest for the year so far. Howev- 
er it soon dropped, and at 6:30 p. m. 
was down to 60 degrees. 

Early this morning another series 
of thunderstorms, accompanied ‘by 
heavy showers, passed over the city, 
but the stars were soon shining bright- 
ly again and the indications were that 
continued good weather would be in 


order for the fair.

PENALTIES FOR 
INFRINGEMENT 
OF SERVICE ACT 


Introduced In Form Of 
Amendment To The 
Bill. 


FINES AND TERMS 
OF IMPRISONMENT

Cover Public Speaking And 
Publication To Obstruct 
Law.

OTTAWA, July 11.—The most -im- 
portant development {n connection 
with the consideration of the military 
service bill in committee of the com- 
mons today, was announcement 
made this evening by Hon, Arthur 
Meighen, in the form of an amend- 
ment in regard to tle penalties to be 
imposed for an attempt on the part 
of any persons to prevent the proper 
carrying out of the act. The penalties 
include fines and terms, of imprison- 
ment for ahy person Who advises or 
es that th any 
of the classes shall’ bey the laws 
or for failure’ by the men affected to 
do so, Newspapers which. publish ar- 
ticles designed to persuade or influ- 
ence the public against the law are 
Mable to suppression until after the 
war. The penalties, which will be- 
come effective as soon as the act is 
passed, include: 

“1—-Any person who comes within 
any of the classes set out in section 3 
and who contravenes any of the pro- 
visions of this act, or of regulations 
made thereunder, shall be guilty of an 
offense and shal! be lable upon sum- 
mury conviction to a penalty of not 
less than $100, nor more than $200, 
and to imprisonment for a term not 
less than one month nor more than 
twelve months, or to both fine and 
imprisonment. 

"2--Any person who by means of 
any written or oral communication or 
by any public speech or utterance, 
advises, urges or advocates that the 
men, or any of the men mentioned 
or intended to be described, or includ- 
ed in any of the classes mentioned, 
shall contravene, disobey or refuse, 
neglect or fail to comply with all or 
any of the requirements imposed on 
them by this act or by regulations 
made thereunder, or who wilfully re- 
sist, obstruct, hinder or impede, or 
persuades, induces or influences, or at- 
tempts to persuade, induce or influ- 
ence any person or any body or class 
of persons to resist, obstruct, hinder 
or impede the due execution) of this 
act, in any respect, according to its 
intent or purpose, shall be guilty of 
an offense, and shall be Hable upon 
indictment or upon summary convic- 
tion to imprisonment for a term not 
less than one Year nor more than five 
years, 

“Any person who prints” or pub- 
tishes, or causes to be printed or pul- 
lished in any newspaper, periodical, 
tract, pamphlet, ctreular or printed 
publication whatsoever any editorial 
article, correspondence or any other 
matter, intended or having effect to 
advocate, advise, persuade, instigate or 
influence the public or any person, 
body or class of persons, to resist, ob- 
struct, hinder or impede the due exe- 
cution of this act, or compliance 
therewith in any respect or particular 
nccording to tis true intent, meaning 
or purpose, shall be gulity of an of- 
fense, and shall be liable upon indict- 
ment or upon summary conviction to 
imprisonment for a term not less than 
one year nor more than five years, 
and, whether the priater and publish- 
er of any such newspaper, periodical, 
tract, pamphlet, circular, printed pub- 
lication, shall have been first convict- 
ed or not, the same shall be summar- 
ily suppressed for the duration of the 
war.” 

Mr. Meighen in giving notice of his 
amendment did not make any com- 
ment, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier remarked: 

“Better bring in martial law at 
once.” 

At the evening sitting the solicitor 
general on behalf of the government 
declined to call out the three classes 
together, He said he would bring be- 
fore his colleagues the question of 
having older single men chosen first.

The general excellence of the sheep 
exhibits at the exhibition was remark- 
ed by Geo, B. Armstrong, of Tees- 
water, Ont., who concluded the judg- 
ing of the sheep on Wednesday night.

The Oxxford, Suffolk and Cots- 
wold were particularjy fine classes 
and the exhibit of Lefcesters wag also 
quite a feature. The grade sheep were 
well ropresented and the quality was 
exceptionally good, roflecting greut 
credit on the exhibitors. 

Director Kenwood, who has been 
connected with the Edmontcn exhibi- 
‘tion for the last fifteen years, and has 
a Nfe's experience with sheep, com- 
mented on the marked improvement 
in the showing of tho sheep and said 
that compared with fifteer years ago, 
the present status of thé sheep indus- 
try in Alberta is an astounding 
achievement, 

No doubt that the castern sheepmen 
ehould be welcomed at the fair, be- 
cause their exhibits have an educa- 
tional value not only in regard to the 
qualtiy of the breeding, but also in

the. heavens, ‘ 

Miniature Venico 

Wet? Well, rather! In a trice tie 
tented city Was a miniature edition 
of Venice. Everything was afloat. 
The water in places stood inches deep 
in the thoroughfares and inside the 
tents, The race track was a river and 
every exposed area a morass, 

But who minded a little thing liie 
that? Certainly not the jolly crowds 
that thronged the fair yesterday. 
Never did some 18,000 people accept a 
similar situation with more cheerful 
philosophy. To*have looked upon 
them you would have supposed that 
the downpour was just another of the 
series of stunts arranged for making 
the day more interesting. Women 
who had come early in the day traip- 
sed through it all with their white 
boots soaked and their best hats re- 
duced to ruin and refused to exhibit 
any external signs of sorrow. Men, 
whose gay summer suits clung to 
them like bathing dresses, and whose 
newly purchased “straws curled up 
in strange shapes on their heads, 
grinned as though it were a daily ex- 
perience. Even the children voted the 
whole thing a tremendous joke and 
well worth the price of admission, 

By and by, when the clouds rolled 
away and the fair proceeded with ua- 
wbated energy, the victhns wrung the 
moisture from their soaked garmenis 
and either went home for a change 
or proceeded to enjoy themselves as 
though nothing hid happened, while 
the later arrivals, the great majority, 
who had been protected by raincoats 
and umbrellas, sallied out once more 
and had the time of their lives, 

_ A Red Letter Day 

‘Citizens’ day” was a red letter day 
in the history of the exhibition, Rain 
or no rain, the attendance was one of 
the biggest, if not the very biggest, in 
the history of the fair, If there had 
been no thunderstorm, whose warning 
clouds were piling up in the after- 
noon and warning the super-prudent 
to stay at home, it is difficult to im- 
agine where they all could have been 
stowed, The exhibition appeared to 
be full to the very top ag it was, 

The official statistics showed that 
there were 13,169 paid admissions 
yesterday, as against 11,908 on the 
corresponding dawa year ago, In ad- 
dition there were 3,591 statistical tic- 
kets presented and at least 1,600 chil- 
dren under 12, who were admitted 
free on citizens’ day, also passed the 
gates. 


Altogether there were more than 
18,000 visitors to the exhibition yes 
terday. 

The reserved seat section in the 
grandstand was completely sold out, 
constituting another record, but the 


storm cut down the total of general

The rain drove the 
mechanics to cover along with every- 
one else, otherwise Miss Stinson 
would have gone aloft at her sched- 
uled time of 4 o'clock. Every man, 
woman and child of the 18,000 visitors 
was gathered around the oval when 
the airship was trundled over to the 
east end for the first flight. The avi- 
ator, clad in the familiar flying packet 
and cap, took her seat. The propeller 
was whirled a few times. At last the 
familar drone of the engine rose. 
The propeller’ middes © melt in a 
misty blur and the machine, @ather- 
ing way as it sped over the turf, rose 
in a long curve and soared triumph- 
antly over the surrounding buildings. 
It seemed to sail a bit tinsteadily for 
& moment, and 18,000 hearts were in 
18,000 throats. But Miss Stinson was 
in full contro! of her wayward steed 
this time, and, rising to a height «f 
several hundred feet, she circled sev- 
eral times over the grounds in splen- 
did style, making a perfect landing 
after being up for about ten minutes. 

The Evening Fight 

The evening flight was more ambj- 
tlous. Against the crimson sunset 
sky the airwoman wheeled and bank- 
ed like some gigantic bird, describing 
circles and loops with all her old 
freedom and certitude \ stream of

They 
watched the racers struggle through 
the bespattering mud and derive 
muth comfort from the spectacle © 
the judges and other officials wading 
mid-leg deep through the miniature 
lake that appeared in front of the 
track gate. The sheets of water pour- 
ing from the eaves forced the occu 
pants of the front seats to retreat to 
the rear, but, for the most part, the 
occupants of the stand were well pro- 
tected, 

Of course it was impossible to go 
on with the vaudeville features of the 
program while the storm lasted, but 
there was plenty of entertainment. 
The Galloway male quartette volun- 
teered its services and its fine singing 
was encored again and again. Miss 
Winnifred Evans, of Toronto, a Can- 
adian girl singing Canadian songs, al- 
Sained great applause when she ren- 
dered such favorites as “When Your 
Boy Comes Back to You,” “Here's to 
the Mag,” “I Want to Kiss Daddy 
Good Bye.” In her nurse's uniform 
Miss Evans looked very captivating.

Shown at the stand of Messrs. Ross 
Bros. at the Manufacturers’ Hall is @ 
machine for which a big future is 
predicted, because it is not only going 
to reduce the cost of living, but will 
also solve the problem of keeping 
the house at an even temperature in 
the winter, 

This is the Economy Self Feeder 
and Fuel Saver, a machine which at- 
tached to the furnace will not only 
allow small coal to be burnt but regu- 
lates the supply and does away with 
the necessity of repeated attention 
to the fire. It is an altogether Ed- 
monton machine, invented by an Hd- 
monton man, made in the city, and 
financed and put on the market by 
Edmonton men, 

The machine has been most severe- 
ly tested and was in constant use last 
winter, and it is claimed that it will 
fulfil all the assertions made on its 
behalf, 

It is made in the shape of a coal 
box with a long funnel. The machine 
is clamped to the feed hole of the 
furnace, the funnel passing inside and 
through this the coal passes to keep 
the fire going. The flow is perfectly 
automatic, no more coal going through 
than will take the place of that thor- 
yughly burned out. The box cafi be 
filled or not according to the amount 
of time that it Is desired to keep the 
fire going, as when filled it may be 
left for many hours without atten- 
tlon, and the fire will burn at an 
‘ven temperature, 

The points claimed by the makers 
are that the machine will burn small 
coal free from dust and known as 
pea-coal, that it saves 30 to 40 per 
cent in cost of fuel, that it will never 
smother the fire, that it will burn all 
leadly gases in combustion chamber, 
theraby producing heat out of what 
would otherwise go up the chimney 
in smoke, that it saves the worry of 
constant shovelling of coal, that it 
will give an even heat 24 hours in 
the day, thus insuring the house be- 
ing as warm in the morning as well 
as in the evening, that it gives 50 per 
cent better results with small coal 
than can ordinarily be secured from 
the best grade of coal’ without its 
use. 

Tho machine can be made for any 
ordinary furnace; it is handy, and 
with all its virtues can be bought for 
something Iike $15,

i Today We Celebrate | 
‘ —— — 
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Caesar's Birthday 

The world is today engaged in the 
trade at which Jullus Caesar was a 
master, probably the greatest that ever 
lived, Julius Caesar, the great Roman 
general, statesman and writer, was 
born on July 12, in the year 100 B.C. 
He was the son of a Roman protor and 
from an early age developed sympa- 
thies in favor of democracy. The 
young man’s tdeas did not please his 
father, and so Caesar went to live for 
a few years in Asia Minor, When he 
returned to Rome at the age of twen- 
ty¥-six, he threw himself enthusiastical- 
ly inte publie life. He became im- 
mensely popular with the Roman pop- 
ulace. While serving his country pol- 
itically he developed extraordinary 
talents, and gathered about him an 
army of veterans. He left Rome for 
a period of nine years to govern the 
province of which he had been elected 
administrator and during this period 
carried on the famous campaigns in 
Gaul, At the expiration of his term 
he returned to Rome to learn that his 
departure had been the signal for an 
uprising among the tribes of Gaul. 
He returned and brought them to sub 
misSion after a series of campaigns. 
Returning home once more, he found 
that the party in power was opposed 
to him. The fact is, they feared him 
and ordered him to disband his army. 
Caesar refused and decided to make 
war on Pompeius and his followers. 
lie moved on Rome with his army, 
acclaimed by the people. Pompelus 
fled to Greece and within three months 
Caesar was master of Italy. Pompeius 
collected a vast army to make war on 
Caesar and the opposing ferces met on 
the plains of Pharsalia on August 9, 
48 B.C, Pompeius was utterly defeat- 
ed and fled to Egypt where he was 
murdered. From thjs time on and 
up to a brief period before his death 
Caesar was almost constantly engaged 
in making war. He was everywhere 
victorious and became dictator of 
Rome As such he enacted laws 
aimed at the elimination of the social 
slough into which Rome had fallen. 
During the year 46 B.C., he conferred 
a benefit upon the whole world by re- 
forming the calendar. In the follow- 
ng year he received the title “Father 
of his Country,’ ‘and also imperator. 
He was made praefectus morum for 
life; his person was declared sacred, 
even divine and every other honor 
that Romans could think of was be- 
stowed upon him, It was after this 
that Caesar set out to confer on Rome 
the greatest benefits, He proposed 
to make a digest of the Roman law, 
to found libraries, to improve public 
works and make great municipal im- 
provements, In the midst of these un- 
dertakings he was assassinated. This 
great tragedy occurred on March 15, 
44 BC., when the great man was in 
his fifty-sixth year. 


Orangemen’s Day 

July twelfth is Orangemen’'s Day, 
the great festival of the Irish Protest- 
ants, Whether or not much celebra- 
tion will take place in honor of the 
day it is hard to say, because of con- 
ditions in Europe. Orangemen in 
America are celebrating the day as 
much as ever before, Formerly this 
day was a bad one\indeed to wear 
green in Ulster: While the order j|s 
strong In Canada and has lodges ia 
most of the large cities of the United 
States, it is in Ulster that the anniver- 
sary of the battle of the Boyne is 
celebrated with most enthusiasm, 
Orangemen take their name from Wil- 
liam IIT of Orange, who defeated 
James IL in the Battle of the Boyne 
in 1690, The first lodge of Orangemen 
was formed at Armagh in 1794,

Sir William Osler 


About ten years ago if you happened 
to be talking to a man forty years old 
or a little bit over that age and men- 
tloned the name of Dr, Osler, you were 
Hable to get into difficulties For it 
was Dr, Oster, now Sir William Osler, 
Who was supposed at that time to have 
said that a man over forty years of 
age ought to retire and be chloro 
formed, Of course, he didn't say any- 
thing of the kind, but that is the way 
his remarks were construed, Anyway, 
Sir William Osler is today sixty-eight 
years old, having been born on July 
12, 1849, at Tecumseh, Ont, So you 
see, if he had preached such a doctrine 
one might be able to accuse him of 
hot practicing what he preached. It 
would be useless to try to tell in less 
Space than a few volumes of Dr, Os- 
ler’s accomplishments in the field of 
medicine, He has studied and taught 
ind practiced at the leading medical 
institutions in the world. He has uni- 
versity degrees by the dozens, The 
King of England gave recognition to 
Dr, Osler's achievements in 1911 by 
corferring upon him a baronetey, Sir 
William Osler is married to an Ameri- 
ean woman, who was Miss Grace L, 
Gross, of Philadelphia, He has. writ- 
fen a number of books on medical 
subjects, all of which are considered 
a ftative, sir Willlam Osler has 
been living in Oxford, England, for the 
past few years,
